The no called '“(lour ctM’n” is a true 
maize, and when ground the product' 
is Indian meal. It is white and < on- 
fains less oil t ban t heorduiury Hint or 
Dent variet ies of corn, but has none 
ot the (lavorof wheat llour whennuide 
into breadorolhercookery. It makes 
excellent '.lohiuiy cake, or may be 
cooked in any way like • corn meal. 
The corn is worth a trial on n small 
scale at lirst for just what it is, but 
the attempt to palm it oil under tin' 
pretense that the meal is similar in 
flavor to wheal llour is a (rand. It is 
in no way.related geiicrically to millo 
maize, which is a sorghum. The old 
“Tuscnrora," which makes a very 
white, (lour like meal, has ot late been 
called “(lour corn." As n green-corn 
it is preferred by those who do not 
like (lie (treat svyeel ness of “sweet” or 
“suitor corns.” -Arnrr. Agriculturist.
